Detailed Action 

This is the first Office Action corresponding to original filing. The application 
contains 9 claims. 

Drawings 

The drawings have been accepted by the examiner. 

Information Disclosure Statement 
Receipt is acknowledged of Information Disclosure Statement, which has been 
reviewed by the Examiner. 

Claim Objections 

Claim 6 is objected to under 37 CFR 1.75(c) as being in improper form because a 
multiple dependent claim should refer to other claims in the alternative only. See MPEP 
§ 608.0 l(n). Accordingly, the claim has not been further treated on the merits. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC§112 

Claims 4, 5, and 7-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. In claim 7, no proper antecedent is found for 
"the neck". In claim 5, no proper antecedent is found for "the rotatable portion". 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1, 2, 4 and 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Roussy et al. The patent to Roussy et al. discloses a terminal cradle comprising 
projections (13A, 13B at the bottom portion, and 37 at the top portion) that interengage 
with grooves (15 and 43, respectively) on the portable terminal, and a slide mechanism 
(9). As to claim 1, to provide the device shown by the patent with two projections and 
groove on the top portion is seen as an obvious duplication of parts to increase the 
securing means of the cradle and the portable terminal. As to claim 2, the patent shows 
an electrical connector (1 1). As to claim 4 (as understood the "neck" refers to the user 
neck), it would be obvious to one skill in the art to use a strap to secure the device to the 
user neck to have it always at reach. As to claim 8, the location of the grooves is 
considered one of engineering choice. 

Claim 5 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Roussy et al. 
in view of Inubushi et al. (Pat No 5,548,824). It would have been obvious to make 
element 9 of Roussy et al. to rotate as the one shown by Inubushi (see element 7a) for it 
to act as a stand to facilitate the use of the portable terminal.

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claim 3 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 

Claims 7 and 9 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 
35 U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Nagai (5,832,082), Haltof (5,478,037) and 
Shawver (Pat No 5,996,956) show other devices of interest.
